NEW YORK, Oct. S.—Speeding to 
the rescue of the sinking Dutch steam ­ 
er Celaeno In mid-Atlantic, Capt. Gee. 
Fried, of the U. S. liner America, 
radioed today that he was proceeding 
to the stricken vessel while a north­ 
west gala raged. 
Fried commanded th e President 
Roosevelt in 1926 and rescued the 
crew of the steam ship Antinoe under 
sim ilar conditions.

was 
decor­ 
ated by the British government for 
his deed. 
The Celaeno sailed from Rotterdam 
for Boston on Sept. 25. She carries 
a crew of about 40 men and is a 
freighter of 5,544 tons.

Banning Undesirables 


Officials of the department of labor In W ashington 
will ask the next congress for sufficient, funds to enable 
Immigration authorities to cooperate more efficiently 
with the authorities of the larger cities In freeing the 
country from the alien gunmen and m urderers who are 
illegally within our national boundaries. 
At present, the Immigration authorities are unable to 
cooperate as they should for the reason that so many 
of tho men of the bureau are engaged In patrol duty 
along our borders to prevent a flood of incoming aliens. 
It Is the belief of the immigration people that, lf they 
had sufficient funds to put 150 more m en on duty, many 
more unwelcome aliens could be kept out and that m any 
aliens now’ living unmolested In the foreign quarters of 
our larger rid es could he apprehended and dejxtrted u n ­ 
der the provisions of the Immigration laws. 
At least 
1,000 aliens more than are deported at present, officials 
assert, could be deported from the country monthly. 
Shortly following the murder of Antonio Lombardo, 
the leader of one of Chicago’s gangs of gunmen, H arry 
E. Hill, United States commissioner of immigration, was 
quoted as having said for publication: 
“We would be glad to aid In deporting every criminal 
allen Illegally in this country. 
This cannot he done ef­ 
fectively, however, unless we have larger enforcement 
appropriations.

the vote for Adams for second place. 
W hen the results were added up, lf was found that 
W ashington received every electoral vote, a total of GD 
hut Adams had only 34. and the rem aining 35 were 
widely scattered among IO prom inent men.

Because there has been so much in the newspapers of 
re ce n t days concerning a hurricane in Florida and the 
semi-tropics, and a tornado in the central west, perhaps 
it will not be amiss to give a brief description of the 
various winds, as they are card-indexed by government 
meteorologists.
